APPEALS TO GENEVA—ONLY 

Premier Negrin of Spain asked the League of 
Nations to stop Germany and Italy sending help 
to Franco. The Chinese Government asked the 
League to stop Japan's invasion into its country. 
Haile Selassie implored the League to keep Italy 
from slaughtering his people and stealing his 
kingdom, 

The League tried weakly to protect Abyssinia 
and failed, and is by no means likely to risk what 
prestige it has left trying to intervene in Spain 
or the Orient. Neither Negrin nor Chiang Kai 
Shek can have really expected it to do that. 
What they aimed to do, and have done, was to 
lodge protests before the bar of world opinion, 
in hope that somehow, some day, their pleas 
would get attention and justice be done. 

A point to note is that when a country any- 
where is assailed it is to the League it appeals, 
not to those countries which stayed out of the 
League, nor to those which withdrew from it, 
and not to individual states. Discredited and 
powerless as it is, the League is recognized as 
the proper place to present such appeals, the only 
place where there could be any use presenting 
them. If help cannot be got there, where is it to 
be found? 

The moral is plain. Some central authority 
to which weak nations can apply for protection 
there will have to be if such nations are to live 
in security. Without that, peace can only exist 
when and where the strong will chivalrously re- 
spect the rights of weaker neighbors. A recon- 
structed and revitalized League is the only hope 
of re-establishing international law 

The pathetic observation of M. Delbos states 
the truth, “If the covenant had been accepted and 
practised by all, the problem of peace would have 
been solved.” 


Perhaps it will be as well now if everybody 
accepts the fact that the by-election in the city 
is over, and acts accordingly. Political post 
mortems are never profitable. After all, one has 
to do business with the fellow who voted the 
other way, and live alongside the obstinate cuss. 


Mr. Rowe, leader of the Ontario Conserva- 
tives, went down with the three-quarters of his 
followers who suffered defeat. Mr. Rowe suc- 
ceeded ex-Premier Henry, following the over- 
throw of the Government headed by the latter 
in 1934. While Mr. Rowe failed to secure a seat 
Mr. Henry was elected on Wednesday, and may 
thus have the unusual experience of succeeding 
his successor. 


Hon. Duncan Marshall, minister of agricul- 
ture, was one of the casualties in the Ontario 
battle of the ballots. He contested Peel, where 
he defeated his predecessor in the department 
three years ago by a small majority. The con- 
stituency has a varied record, and can never be 
counted “safe” for either party or any candi- 
date. And it is quite probable that, as in Alberta 
in days of yore, the opposition centred their 
attack on Mr. Marshall, whose oratory is always 
damaging from an opponent's point of view

LOYALIST SPAIN PAYS ITS WAR DEBTS 
AND RAISES AN INTERESTING QUESTION 
By JAY FRANKLIN » 

On September 15 the Spanish Government 
offered to pay $30,000,000 in private American 
debts contracted before the Franco rebellion and 
to settle claims for damage to American property 
arising from the cival war. 

This was front-page news, for the loyalists 
had been branded as conscienceless Commuhists. 
When little Finland paid its microscopic war 
debt to the American Treasury there were 
hearty editorial cheers. When little Hungary 
agreed to pay sub-microscopic debts to this 
country there was a great and beautiful joy in 
the financial district. 

But when the hard-pressed Government of a 
country which was fighting for its life made a 
major move to buttress the sanctity of private 
contracts, there was silence—a deep, damning 
silence—and the Department of State refused to 
comment on the honesty of Madrid for fear that 
we would offend the dishonesty of the defaulters 
at London, Paris and Rome. 

I suppose that the State Department is wise 
to keep its Spanish policy in the name of the 
London Foreign Office. I suppose that American 
diplomats and bankers have assumed that 
Franco will win, just like Kemal, Mussolini and 
Hitler. 

But for the life of me I cannot understand 
how or why responsible agencies of public opin- 
ion can refrain from comment on this fact: that 
an allegedly Communistic Spanish Government 
has shown itself more scrupulous in financial 
matters than the conservative Governments of 
Western Europe. 

It has long been obvious that the Spanish gold 
reserve is one of the kingpins in the present 
situation. The Madrid Government controls this 
gold and without gold or raw materials a nation 
gets slim pickings in these totalitarian days. 
The Spanish gold has left Spain. It is now out 
of the reach of Mussolini’s merry men or Hitler's 
Aryans. It will be spent to the last cent before 
the loyalists surrender to Franco. Payment of 
American claims in Madrid's effort to maintain 
its normal credit in this so-called democratic 
country. 

A Bankrupt Country 

If General Franco and his Moslem “Crusad- 
ers” were to cepture Spain, he would have a 
bankrupt Spain—its factories destroyed, its 
skilled labor and technicians decimated, its cur- 
rency and credit in ruin. Franco has no money 
now and he will have no money even if he wins. 
t is already reported that his agents in New 
York have been blackmailing American con- 
cerns doing business in Spain for contributions to 
the Moorish invaders. 

The friends of Spanish democracy are now 
pointing out to American business men the logic 
of a situation in which a victorious Franco will 
be penniless while a prolonged war will exhaust 
Madrid's finances. Up to now, American business 
has accepted without question the theory that a 
Red government would not pay, while a White 
government would pay. It would be interesting 
to know whether Mr. Sosthenes Behn of the 
I. T. & T., the British-controlled Rio Tinto mines, 

tc. are satisfied with their treatment by the 
Franco forces. There is also the question of the 
frozen foreign capital in Spanish industries. 

In a Republican Spain—with an adequate 
gold reserve and a sound credit based or pay- 
ment of debts—thgese might operate at a profit. 
In a Franco Spain, the economic vassal of Ger- 
many and Italy, which must pay for years for the 
present help from Berlin and Rome, there will be 
very little future for American business. 


Events From Loyalists 


At the moment, events seem to favor the 
loyalist Government. The anti-piracy petro] has 
been set up, leaving Italy isolated in the Medi- 
terranean. The French Foreign Office has de- 
manded the recall of the Italian Expeditionary 
Force from Spain. Mussolini has hot-footed it to 
Berlin in search of aid and comfort from the 
Nazis. 

The fate of Mehemet Ali still haunts the big 
shot at the Palazzo Chigi: the ‘aie of the Alban- 
ian mule-driver who made Egypt a “great 
power” until the French and British caught him 
off his base and reduced his country to a mere 
province. The Italians are now caught with more 
men and equipment in Spain than they can 
supply without Anglo-French consent. The anti- 
piracy convention threatens to trap them and 
General Franco's Fascist friend is now trying to 
craw! back from the end of the diplomatic limb. 

In the meantime, the Far Eastern situation is 
such as to urge the British to end the bloody 
masquerade in Spain as swifty as possible. The 
French, for the first time since Mussolini took 
Abyssinia, are ready to co-operate with London, 
and Hitler—very wisely—is holding his horses. 
My guess is that this winter will witness the 
liquidation of Genera! Franco and the end of 
the Spanish war. This may involve the humilia- 
tion of Italy and the aggrandizement of Germany 
in Central Europe. 

If so, it is about time for London to tip us 
off and for our business men and newspaper 
publishers to discover a warm and vibrant 
sympathy for the Spanish faction which has the 
largest gold reserve, the best credit rating and 
the most encouraging prospect of success. —New 
York Post, 

NOT A “SPIRAL” 

Since the 16th of August business in North 
America has suffered the shock inherent in a 
major decline in prices on the New York Stock 
Exchange. In terms of percentage this decline 
was two-thirds as great as that which occurred 
in 1928.- The background is of course entirely 
different. In the former period, business gen- 
erally was over-extended and loans on securi- 
ties nad reached colossa) figures. In compari- 
son, loans against stock exchange collatera] at 
the present time are insignificant. Business in 
the United States has shown steady, if irregular, 
improvement since 1933 and statistics generally 
did not seem to justify a stock market panic. 
Crops this year are more bountiful than for sev- 
eral years and prices generally are satisfactory. 
Nearly al! business indexes show considerable 
improvement ever last year. 

Recently, in order to remove the necessity of 
further realization of bank assets, the Govern- 
ment desterilized $300 million of gold and an- 
nounced that whatever was considered necess- 
ary would be done in the way of open market 
purchases of securities by the Federal Reserve 
Banks. This should entirely remove any fear 
of a tight money situation. Almost imperceptibly

Passing Show

At last there comes a lull in the storm of 
words that has smitten our ears. For the last 
couple of weeks we have been visited with a 
bitterly contested legislative session and a 
bitterly-fought election in the city. Indications 
are that the lull will not last long. Another tem- 
pest of words may soon fal! upon us. 

Last Sunday I had a reminder that the con- 
flict of debate is the lot of every generation. I 
had gone to dinner to meet a lady—a lady who 
blushingly admits to being 73, though a more 
youthful septuagenarian these eyes of mine have 
never gazed upon. She is Mrs. Forrow from Eng- 
land, mother of Mrs. Molly Shirley, late of The 
Bulletin staff. 

After dinner Mrs. Forrow brought out some 
samples of point lace and fine embroidery that 
had been worked by her own great-grandmother. 
Each one is a museum piece, perfect in its micro- 
scopic detail. Even more to my taste she lugged 
out an ancient trunk. Most of the cowhide cov- 
ering had been worn smooth by the handling of 
years, but the torn newspaper lining dates it as 
having been made in the year 1774. 

Underneath the maker's label is the ancient 
print of a debate in the House of Commons on 
the troubles then fomenting in the American 
colonies. My eye caught the name of Edmund 
Burke, who has risen in his seat to defend the 
colonists from the diatribes of Lord Carmarthen. 
Burke at that time would be member for Bristol. 
His great wealth of learning and richness of style 
found outlet in his speeches. Many of his writ- 
ings were originally speeches. The American 
colonists had in him their most eloquent spokes- 
man and parliamentary champion. 

The reporter refers to this particular speech 
as being the most eloquent and able the great 
Whig orator and philosopher had ever delivered. 
Some day, with time and a reading glass, I'd like 
to transcribe a few columns of the faded news- 
print lining before Henry Ford or some other 
rich American grabs this trunk for his collection 
of American historical pieces.

You never know what latent talents your 
neighbors in this western country possess. A few 
months ago, a friend sent me a manuscript play 
to read. It bore the striking title, “Food for the 
Dead.” Its dramatic quality was evident. Since 
then, some able critics of the drama have spoken 
highly of it. Do not be surprised if you hear of 
it in due course on the stage and screen. It is 
a drama of Russia life, by Harvey Kagna of Ed- 
monton. 

Who is Harvey Kagna? I heard of him lec- 
turing at the University on stage make-up and 
later identified him as the young player who 
acted the part of the old grandfather in the pro- 
duction last winter of Clifford Odet’'s play, 
“Arise and Sing”. When I met him, it was to 
find that he is a business man in our midst, one 
of the Kagna brothers who own the Edmenton 
City Bakery. 

Eugene O'Neil] once worked as a stoker on 
a tramp steamer, from whence he drew the in- 
spiration for “The Hairy Ape.” We may yet hear 
of Edmonton being represented in the electric 
signs on Broadway. 


As a youngster I used to visit a bakehouse, 
and was initiated into the mysteries of setting 
the sponge, making dough and moulding it, and 
handling the bakers peel. Until Y visited the 
E.C.B. plant a few nights ago I had no idea how 
science and the engineer had come to the aid of 
the baker. There is no hit and miss to commercial 
baking now. Everything is done by machinery, 
log-book and thermometer, from the time the 
sifted flour of exact weight goes into the mech- 
anical mixer with water of an exact temperature 
and quantity, till it comes out of the rotary oven 
whose speed and temperature is governed by 
rheostatic control. 

A mechanical cutter severs a piece of dough 
of exact weight; a mechanical moulder rolls it; 
mechanical rollers press out the air bubbles and 
shape it. After the loaf comes from the oven 
mechanical knives slice it to any desired thin- 
ness, mechanical hands seize and send it to the 
wrapping machine where it is mechanically 
wrapped and sealed in wax paper. 

Technology has entered the baking business 


I've addressed some odd meetings in my life, 
but I had a new experience last Wednesday 
evening. 

I've addressed meetings on land and on seas, 
from platforms and from the tail end of wagons, 
in churches, taverns, armouries, a labor camp 
and a lunatic asylum. 

Once in my youth, speaking for temperance 
at an open-air meeting in the market-place at 
Wigan, Lancashire, I accepted a friendly chal- 
lenge from a tipsy miner to wrestle him to see if 
he should sign the pledge of not.

One of the most suc- 
cessful political meetings I ever had, came at the 
end of a 125 mile horse-back ride from Charlotte 
City to Masset on the Queen Charlottes. I was 
speaking in support of reciprocity. The meeting 
started in the bar of Ive’s Hotel after lunch, but 
adjourned to the veranda where I bade the 
assembled ranchers geze through a pair of 
borrowed binoculars at the Seattle fishing fleet, 
600 strong, fishing off the southern tip of Alaska 
but forbidden by customs laws to enter the port 
to buy fresh meat and vegetables from them 

The newest experience I had was addressing 
@ meeting of Edmonton Chinese upon the 
Sino-Japanese war. While some of them are 
highly proficient in English, others who were 
hungry for information are unable to write or 
understand English well. 

Eddie Wing, proprietor of the Purple Lantern 
restaurant, himself a graduate of the University 
of Alberta, acted as interpreter. A reporter sat 
at the table, and with brush and India ink took 
down notes in Chinese characters. 

Speaking through an interpreter one misses 
the cumulative lift of progressive speech. It's like 
dictating to a stenographer and having her read 
back her notes at the end of each paragraph. But 
I never had more attentive hearing, nor ex 
perienced before the courtesy of the audience 
rising to its feet as one entered and left the roon 

Deeply interested in the sorrows and 
triumphs of their kin overseas are these Chinese 
in our midst.

Just as a great business must pos- 
sess a continuing machinery which 
is not dependent upon any roan, so 
a nation must possess an organiza- 
tio to fulfi] the daily tasks of gov- 
ernment independeni of the ups and 
downs of party strife, the governor 
general said 

A civil service was essential to 
any government, but “it is espec- 
jally necessary in a democracy.’ 


AVOID EXTREMES 

“A civilized nation has to avoid 
two extremes. A too powerful civil 
service becomes a bureaucracy, as 
in the Roman empire, and a danger 
to individual freedom. A too weak 
civil service become a muddle, and 


| confusion is just as dangerous to 


freedom as tyranny. Civilization, 
therefore, demands an expert ser- 
vice which is popularly controlled 

“What are the essentials of such 
a service,” Lord Tweedsmuir asked. 
“In the first place it must be open 
to all. It must offer a career to 
talents drawn from every class. It 
must not be the preserve of one 
social grade or a hunting-ground 
for political jobbery.
